I have your letter asking for a duplicate of 
memorandum of deposit issued to Adams by the New york 
Office in 1904, and will have Mr. Mogre himself make 
out a duplicate from the records in order that he may 
be able to swear to it on the witness stand. The 
difference between the total value of the deposit and 
the amount of check given, was the value of the silver, 
which was paid for in coin. | 

I wrote you yesterday about an estimate of the 
amount of gold coin carried from San Francisco to 
Asiatic ports by travelers. I think I explained 
in my letter a year ago, that I am engaged in the 
revision of the coin stock of the country. Ths 
Treasury estimates have been made since 1875 by adding 
each year the amount of the coinage and our imports of 
United States gold coin from abroad, and subtracting 
the exports of United States gould coin and the amounts 
rr in the arts. The figures for exports and imports 
have always been simply the recorded figures at the 


custom houses, Doubtless the amounts carried away 
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each year, in the immediate possession of travelers, 
is small, but in the 33 years over which the calcula= 
tion has now extended, these annual losses have, in 
my opinion, reached an aggregate sum for which some 


allowance should be made. I assume that the Chinese 


and Japanese coming to this country bring comparatively 


little in their ‘pockets; but it has always been said 
that these people, when returning to remain, carry 
considerable sums, Perhaps the bankers with whom they 
do business can give you some duPormatiion on the sub 
ject. Of course any figures must be approximate ones,
